“ May wc not caT 
Shakespbare the melodious pries', of 
the Universalist church of the future 
of all times! 
We may say without of­ 
fense, tha t there rises a kind of a ui.i 
versal Psalm out of this Shakespeare, 
too; not unlit to make itholf heard 
amontr the stili more fcar.rod i^Balrnh “ 
Shakesp'iare must be « -ountod amonsr 
the iuprestie moral teachere of the 
race. T here is a pasvion for rlgnteous- 
nesH in his traj^edies tha t makes one 
tremble. One who sti dies these d r a ­ 
mas feels tha t the moral law is the 
basis of the universe; tha t life 
itself 
rests upon a moral idea,that the fact of 
rijiht and wrong; is the supremo thioK 
In the world. 
This does not mean tha t 
Shakespeare closes his play with a 
homily, but it does mean that no dram a 
ohhis is without a higfh moral meaning;, 
lie makes it plain tha t there would be 
no traj^edles in life if man would obey 
the will of God as revealed In the law 
and order of the world. T ha t N a ture 
is on the side of righteousness is a 
truth which he teaches with an im- 
presslvenesb that is overwhelming. 
Shakespeare never clothes vice in 
the igarb of attraction. 
The weird 
glamour of fascination which same 
poets throw 
around Inlijully Is not 
found in this supreme poet, if any one 
Imagines that there is a romantic mys­ 
tery about sin let him s.udy these stu­ 
pendous tragedies in which evli is re­ 
vealed in all Us ghastliness. H ere sin is 
treated as the base badge of the lower 
natures. 
In fact, it may be said once 
for all that no great writer portrays 
evil in any other light, yhake speare is 
very Impressive in the emphasis of the 
fact of individual responsibility. ‘ The 
fault is not in our » stare, but in our­ 
selves.” 
Gvorywhere he shows tha t 
the seat of sin is in the will of man, not 
In an unfri« indly environment. 
“ ’Tis 
in ourselves tha t we are thus or thus.'’ 
This fact must be brought vividly before 
the minds of our young people In this 
age when evasion of responsibility lias 
become a line art. 
Shakespeare never falls to impress 
us with the solemn truth tha t sin ar d 
pona'ty are insiiparable. 
T he lazy 
belief tha t in some mysterious way 
things will so adjust themselves as to 
prevent the naturalconseijuences of an 
evil a c t—a belief tha t is responsible for 
so much sin and imprudence—•linds no 
sanction in the dramas of our poet. 
Upon his vast stage sin is always fol­ 
lowed by

terrible 
punishment.

Prof. Riddell Say s f ood Determiners 
Action—Ideal Sy stem of Healing 
— Lecture Tonight is Psy ­ 
chology of Success. 


The Riddell lectures in the First M. 
E church are steadily growing in 
in­ 
terest. 
The question box is tne recep­ 
tacle of most varied subjects and forms 
an entertaining as well as instructive 
pa-t of the evening’s program. 
Last night Prof. Riddell lectured on 
“ From Nature to N atu r e ’s God” which 
w&* really a discussion of the hy giene 
of morals and the morals of hy giene 
—the influence of the phy sical over the 
mental and vice versa. 
Each individual, the lecturer claim ­ 
ed, has the power to prefix 
rnorai 
as 
weil as phy sical action by determ ina­ 
tion and reiteration of certain lines of 
thought until well-worn paths in 
the 
gray matter of the brain are found. 
There ex ists an intim ate relation 
be­ 
tween phy siology , py sehology and mor­ 
ality : as the organs of 
the body 
per. 
form their functions normally or poor, 
ly , and the phy sical 
condition is good 
or otherwise bo are the views of the 
individual healthy and wboleeome, and 
his actions In 
accord 
or otherwise. 
There is a hy giene of morals as well as 
of phy sical sy stems, and as the person 
is fed and nourished 
so will 
he act. 
The effect of the standard foods on n a­ 
tional characteristics showed this. Not 
until the world learns to feed itself 
properly , and keep clean 
and 
w hole­ 
some can the gospel of Christ be 
uni­ 
versally established. 
The Western world is governed by 
science, deals in 
facts, is practical, 
egoistic, objective, 
ex oteric. 
The 
Eastern world is governed by philos­ 
ophy , deals in thoughts, is spiritual, 
unselfish, 
subjective, 
esoteric. 
T he 
W eit is foward-looking, progressive; 
the East meditative, stagnant. 
W h e n 
the best of these two sy stems can be 
combined, the spirit of each influencing 
the other, 
there 
will be produced a 
rationalism 
that 
shall 
uplift the 
world. 
T he effect bf mind on phy sical con­ 
dition was elaborated on. 
It is a well- 
known fact that the contents of the 
stomach are chem ically changed by 
the mental attitude, and that care and 
worry 
prevent 
normal, 
wholesome, 
organic action. 
Mr. 
Riddell went 
further and stated that selfishness nar­ 
rowed 
and contracted 
ail 
phy sical 
conditions, and indulgence in passion 
produced 
actual 
organic 
disease, 
instancing jealousy as a positive force 
in creating abnormal conditions in the 
heart. 
In all 
diseases produced 
by 
mental 
attitude 
any thing 
that 
ch an g e s that mental state cures, 
and 
here 
is where the power of s u g g e s ­ 
tion lies. 
There are three things only 
that 
any 
sy stem 
of 
healing 
is 
able to do: 
(1) 
It 
can alter the 
circulation: (2) it can 
introduce 
a 
gormlelde: 
and 
(3) it can produce 
or prevent chemical change; bey ond 
tbls it cau do nothing. 
For those 
diseases 
requiring 
the 
germicide 
and chemical action we have the “ r e g ­ 
ular schools” of healing. 
For those i e- 
quiring the influence of the mental 
over the phy sical,there are the various 
forms of “ suggestive” treatm ent—from 
pure magnetism to so-called Christian 
Science. 
Tho ideal treatment is a ra­ 
tional combination of 
suggestion 
and 
phy sics. 
T h e lecturer had 
once 
posed ae a 
“ higher critic,” but had learned to ac­ 
cept the bible in the spirit in which it 
was given. 
He had 
learned In 
that 
solitary communion with Infinity that 
produces tho subjective, esoteric state 
of the spirit, to accept It in 
faith: 
Lot 
the theoretical faith of the West, 
but 
the actual faith that is the substance 
of things hoped for, 
the evidence of 
things not seen. 
T onight Prof. Riddell will give one 
of his most popular Chautauqua lec­ 
tures on “ The Psy chology of Success. 
T he lecturer ex tended a special invita­ 
tion to ail y ouDg people under seventy 
five and promises to tell 
where dudes 
come from.
